N e w Y o r k , Jan. i 6 . — The Com­ 
mercia/ Biil/eittfs Washington spec­ 
ial says: 
“ It is possible that the 
proposition 
for 
an 
international 
conference on the silver 
question 
will go through both houses without 
roll call. 
If the radical silver men 
oppose it, 
it 
will depend upon a 
strong anti-silver element in both 
houses with a few conservative mem­ 
bers who oppose making the silver 
question paramount to the tariff in 
the presidential campaign to 
pass 
the resolution. 
The latter element 
probably holds the balance of power 
and can turn the scale in favor of 
the international conference. 
H av­ 
ing voted for the proposition, they 
can consistently vote against un­ 
limited coinage without an interna­ 
tional agreement. 
The apparent majority for free 
coinage keeps dwindling in both 
houses, and it is now claimed the 
bill would fail in the senate, if not 
in the house. 
A number of repub­ 
licans who voted for free coinage in 
the last senate have now changed 
their views and the democratic op­ 
position is said to be made up of 
nearly all 
the 
more conservative 
senators. 
Among those 
who are 
practically certain to vote against 
free coinage 
are 
McPherson and 
Blodgett of 
New 
Jersey, Hill of 
New York, Brice of Ohio, Gray of 
Delaware, 
Carlisle 
of 
Kentucky, 
Palmer of 
Illinois, 
and 
Vilas of 
Wisconsin. 
These eight will nearly 
offset the republican senators from 
the mining states who will vote for 
the free coinage bill.
